Source of Ergot Infection:: Ergot 
bodies bring about infection by 
germinating in the spring and send. 
ing up many slender stocks, ter- 
minating in tiny heads about the 
size of mustard seeds on which tiny 
spores are produced and in due 
time discharged to infect the flowers 
of grains and grasses. A secondary 
source of infection is from the 
“honey dew” stage which develops 
in the heads of grain after they 
are infected. Spores are produced 
which are spread by washing down 
the head, by contact of heads as 
they wave in the wind, and by in- 
sects as they travel from flower to 
flower.

However, the ergot bodies will not 
cause infection unless they are at 
or near the surface of the soil. If 
plowed deep or seeded two or more 
inches below the surface, they may 
germinate but are not likely to suc. 
ceed in pushing through the soil 
and spreading infection to flower- 
ing grains and grasses. 

Anything that prolongs the flow 
ering period the plants increases 
the chance of ergot development. 
This happens in several ways, e.g., 
by broadcast seeding, with conse. 
quent uneven germination, or sow- 
ing thinly.
